cent. The highest wan .7b per cent. 
Of Minne- 
sota No. 1%,.79 per cent. of the stalks 
bad good ears. The N. W. Dent aver- 
ages o little less than one good car to 
while other dents: averaged 
one ahd one-half good cars per hill.
